Tha 
Indian pi^Iiti.-nl ngfiit i» generally a military 
ofll' iT who hnsi HAriii'il for hiniaalf the confl- 
deni"e of tho giivcrniiient without over hav- 
ing run any htiouii risk to either life or limb. 
He is invariahly a very astute soldier, In- 
varialily enters into diplomacy as a p<x)r nukn 
with a large and shabbily arrayc<l family, 
bat always leaves the service with an Im- 
mense fortune and a con.siderablo eatate in 
England.

It Issald, 
that could in an emergeaey show a roster of 
800,000 men. After the Franco- Prunsian war
